Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1 - 17 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Loeb 
teaches a user profile and identity U. Identity U is translated in pseudonym U'. 
However Loeb never teaches creating a false user profile, only a false identity. 
Applicants most persuasive argument in the appeal brief is that encrypting a 
profile is not equivalent to generating a false user profile.
